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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a phnted publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, nnore than one year pnorto the date of application for patent in the United 
States 

Claims 8-9 and 11-14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Mine et al (Mine) 5,856,562, note abstract, column 2, lines 9-25 and 48- 
55 and 65-66 for N-oxyl compound in combination with the phosphine, that anticipates 
the instant claimed polymerization inhibitor. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject nnatter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-7,10 and 15-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Mine et al (Mine) 5.856,562 as applied to claims 8-9 and 11-14 
above, and further in view of Parker et al (Parker) 5, 1 55, 1 48. 

Applicant further claim N. N- dialkylhydroxylamine wherein Mine is silent to said 
teachings. Parker further teaches that polymerization inhibitor of conjugated dienes is 
prevented with hydroxydiphenylamines in combination with 2,2,6,6 tetramethyl-4- 
hydroxypipendiene-4-oxyl, etc. polymerization inhibitors, column 1, lines 43 to column 2, 
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line 6 and 40-65, column 4, lines 9-21, column 5, lines 2-15. Parker provides the 
motivation to include hydroxyalkyleneamines inhibitors in organic materials including 
dienes, olefins and nithles, in the composition of Mine with the reasonable expectation 
of imparting polymerization inhibitor properties to polymeric materials. The conjugated 
dienes, alpha olefins, ethylenically unsaturated nitriles and aromatic vinyl compounds 
are subjected to oxidative degradation and will benefit from the incorporation of a 
mixture of polymerization inhibitors. The relied on prior art render the method and 
polymerization -inhibition composition obvious. The examiner has carefully studied the 
experimental data made of record in the instant application. The review of the 
experimental data of the instant application indicates that the data is much narrower in 
scope than the pending claims of record. Thus the expenmental data relied upon to 
show the results presented of record are not commensurate in scope with the drafted 
pending claims and therefore cannot be relied upon to show unexpected results over 
the teachings of the relied on prior art of record.
